Reasons For Allowance 
The prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a light treatment device using LEDs on a 
pad that is removably attached to an opening in a housing with an electrical line connecting the 
housing and the pad wherein the device has two configurations, one with the pad stored in the 
housing and a second configuration with the pad removed, but electrically connected, to the 
housing. The prior art teaches handheld light therapy units with integral housings and controls 
and units with separate light pads and control units (U.S. Patent 6,860,896). No prior art 
teaches a unit with removable pad to allow a user greater flexibility in use.
